A plan to put dev elopment of 
Marin City under local control 
was approv ed last night by di­ 
rectors of the Marin City Com­ 
munity Serv ices District, Marin 
City Council, and Dev elopment 
Cx >rp of Marin City . 
The three groups rnet jointly 
at an unannounced meeting. At­ 
torney Hugh LawTence told the 
serv ices district board it would 
hav e to hold another meeting to 
ratify the proposal, its action 
last night being illegal under 
the Ralph M. Bnnv n Act because 
of lack of 24 hours’ public notice. 
Directors indicated 
they 
will 
meet again Thursday or Friday 
to conform to the legal require­ 
ment. 
The other two groups are not 
public bodies under the Brown 
Act.

the ex istence of the dev elop­ 
ment corporation, which was in-

not publicly announced.

Readin g again the frighten ­ 
in g story of the 1962 Cu ba 
missiles crisis, this time as 
seen throu gh Robert Ken n edy ’s 
ey es, we are aston ished at how 
little atten tion was paid by the 
policy -makers to the key qu es­ 
tion :

Khru shchev ’s 
in ­ 
stallation of offen siv e missiles 
9 0 miles from ou r shores ac­ 
tu ally chan ge the world mili­ 
tary balan ce so greatly as to 
warran t goin g to the brin k oi 
n u clear holocau st? 
On ly a triflin g min ority of 
the strategic plan n ers appears 
ev en to hav e raised the qu es­ 
tion . which ev iden tly n ev er got 
seriou s con sideration . Yet if it 
was tru e, as we su spect, that 
the Cu ba missiles made n o 
essen tial 
differen ce 
in 
the 
military equ ation , accordin g to 
which with or withou t Cu ba 
Ru ssia had the capacity to 
destroy u s an d we to destroy 
them, then it follows that ou r

THIS 
UNDOUBTEDLY

what President Kennedy had in 
mind when he to ld his bro ther 
he wo uld hav e been impeached 
if he had failed to act.

Crews To Sniff Out Illegal 


Sewers With Smoke Bombs 


San Rafael City Council last 
night approv ed the throwing of 
smoke bombs into sewer man­ 
holes to smoke out illegal con­ 
nections into the lines. 
Dominic J . Selmi, an engineer 
with Dan Coleman Associates 
of Greenbrae, wrho is conducting 
a surv ey of the sewer sy stem 
for the city , sought permission 
for the smoke bombs. 
Selmi ex plained the procedure 
would be to throw a smoke gre­ 
nade in a manhole and “ blow 
the smoke u d the sewer.” 
If ev ery thing is normal the 
smoke will come out in v ents, 
but if smoke comes out in 
homes, “ we’ll find illegal con­ 
nections.” 
There might be roof drains, 
backy ard drains or sump drains 
hooked up to the sy stem, he 
said. 
The intent is to reduce infil­ 
tration into the lines, Selmi said. 
Old 
lines 
in 
the 
Bay v iew 
Street-Ross Street-Clark Street- 
Clorinda Av enue sector were 
checked by running a telev ision 
camera in the lines, he said. 
“ We found they looked almost 
as good as the day they went 
in.” Selmi said. This dispels the 
old theory that “ water was com- 
ing in the joints, he contended. 
In past rainy seasons San Ra­ 
fael has been plagued by sewage 
popping out of manholes and 
catch basins onto streets, and 
it was attributed to storm waters 
getting into the lines. 
Councilmen approv ed the use 
of smoke bombs on the condi 


tion that it is safe and residents 
in the area are giv en ample 
notice. 
“ It could scare a lot of people 
if they weren’t notified,” said 
Councilman Louis H. Barr. 
Selmi said he planned to use 
the smoke bombs to check along 
Bay v iew Street from Marin to 
Clark streets, along Clark to 
Gorinda Av enue and “ up Clor- 
inda.”

'City That Knows How' 
Uses Boy For Cess Pool 


The 
San 
Francisco 
Board 
o f 
Supervisors last week took wliat may 
be viewed as a great step forward — 
for San Francisco. 
The board unanimously approved a 
resolution calling for the “city that 
'knows how” to quit dumping raw 
sewage into the Bay — within 12 
years. 
Even that w as hedged carefully. The 
resolution avoids any commitment for 
the city to pay for the necessary 
sewage treatment facilities, estimated 
to cost as much as $355 million. It says 
the money “must be derived from 
revenue sources not p r e s e n t í y 
available” to the city. Ju st w hat that 
means, you guess with us. 


THIS .\C TIO \ — if it can be called 
that — by the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors points up the unequal 
treatm ent accorded com munities sur­ 
rounding the Bay by the state govern­ 
ment. 
The Water Quality Control Board 
and its predecessor, the Bay Region 
Water Pollution Control Board, have 
been trying for years to get San Fran­ 
cisco to do something about its lack of 
sewage treatment facilities. But the 
board's persuasion has mostly brought 
no response at all. This tim,e, it has 
brought a response that would be 
laughable were it not such a serious 
matter: a resolution calling for doing 
within 12 years what should have been 
done at least 50 years ago — if 
somebody else puts up the money. 
The Water Quality Control Board 
and its predecessor have not taken 
brush-offs from 
jurisdictions other 
than the City and County of San F ran­ 
cisco. The board has been extremely

insistent, even threatening when it ap­ 
peared necessary, for correction of 
sewage facilities in all the counties sur­ 
rounding the Bay — 
except San 
Francisco. 
Largely as result of its efforts, 
num erous sanitary districts in Marin 
and other counties have spent millions 
of dollars, put up by the taxpayers, to 
lay sewer lines and build sewage treat­ 
ment facilities. 


IT IS IROMC that the various con- 
seiw'ation groups which have worked 
themselves into a dither over the 
possibility of someone’s filling a few 
acres of smelly swamp' anywhere along 
the Bay’s shores have seemed un­ 
perturbed over the fact that San Fran­ 
cisco, a city of three quarters of a 
million people, continues to use the 
Bay as its cesspool. 
The City of San Francisco has never 
had 
an 
adequate 
sewage 
disposal 
system. It started polluting the Bay 
before 
James 
Marshall 
discovered 
gold at Coloma. It has been at it ever 
since. 
San 
Francisco has floated bond 
issues to rebuild a temporary 1915 fair 
building, to build a baseball park for a 
New York-capitalized ball club at prob­ 
ably the most miserable location that 
could be found anywhere in the Bay 
Area, and for many other similarly 
superfluous purposes. 
Tim governing beards of “the city 
*!iat knows how” have never felt, 
however, that its citizens should be 
lax A 
to 
keep 
their neighborhood 
.sanitary. And the resolution adopted 
by 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Board 
of 
Supervisors last week makes it evident 
tfiis attitude has not changed.

I was more than a little ap­ 
palled by the perspective of 
your editorial, Oct. '18, con­ 
cerning the recent distribution 
of Farber’s essay “The Student 
as Nigger” on various college 
campuses. First let me clarify 
my position as a student with 
regard to this m,atter. Having 
read “The Student as Nigger,’* 
I judge it an essay cleverly but 
poorly written and not worthy 
of serious study as literature. 
Its free use of obscenities ap- 
pea,ls to the youn.ger mind, but 
to the more perceptive, it 
detracts from the validity of 
the Issues raised by assuming 
an immature level of disserta­ 
tion. 
But 
equally 
a s 
seesa- 
tionalistic was your reaction to 
and evaluation of 
the im­ 
plications of its appearance on 
campuses. Since you devoted 
the bulk of your article to the 
crisis at the University of M,in- 
n'esota, I propose to offer a 
more enlightened analysis of 
both what happened and what 
was the true tenor of feeling on 
that campus. In the first place, 
please understand that Dr. 
Clark did, not “forbid'” Ms 
associates to use the Farber 
essay, he merely stated he felt 
its use would be imprudent,

It called for a. unified Korea

The Korean War cost more 
than 33.'000 American liv'cs and 
it w'as, scarcely a W'eek ,ago, 15 
years after signing of the 
armistice, 
that 
a n o t h e r 
American 
was killed there 
while on guard duty along the 
truce line. 
The United Slates continues 
to 
maintain 
50.000 
troops 
there. 


IN SOI TH VIETNAM, as in 
Korea, the South Vie'tname,se 
leaders 'wil'l be but reluctant 
partners in the peace talks. 
South Vietnamese President 


NORTH VIETNAMESE Pres­ 
ident Ho Chi Minh felt he was 
cheated by the French after 
W'-orld 'War' II ,and c'h€a,tc^^^ 
again at the Geneva confer-’ 
ence wMch also called for 
unification of 'Vietnam after 
free elections. Those'election^ 
also never were held. 
There is no indication he has 
retreated from the four points' 
he has declared can be the» 
only conditions for peace talks;

ported and controlled National 
Liberation Front. 
—Reunification of North and 
South Vietnam without outside, 
.interference. 
The bombing pause and a lull, 
in the ground fighting are said 
to have been achieved as result 
of secret talks in Paris during^ 
a coffee break.

WHAT OTHER EDITORS SAY 
Lesson Of Cuba Crisis 
Brought Home By Book

Reading again the frighten­ 
ing storj- of the 1962 Cuba 
'm.issiles cris:is, this, time as 
seen through 'R.o'berl Ken'nedy'’:s 
eyes, we are astonished at how 
little attention was paid by the 
policy-makers to the key ques­ 
tion: 
did 
Khrushchev's 
te­ 
st all at i-on, of offensive missiles 
90' 'm.ile,s 'fro'oi. o-'ut' shor'es ac­ 
tually change the world mili- 
tar>- balance so greatly as to 
warrant going to the brink of 
nuclear holocaust? 
Only a trifling mteority of 
'the strategic planners appears 
even to have raised the ques­ 
tion, wMch evidently never got 
serious consideration. Yet if it 
was trué, as we suspect, that 
the Cuba missiles made no 
'essential,

m.ilitary 'equa'ti'On,. according to 
which with or without Cuba 
Russia had the capacity to 
destroy us and we to destroy 
them, then it follows that our 


t'W 'o nations ca,m,e 'W'ithin a 
whisker of n'uclear 'war for 
psychological a n d political, 
rather than security, reasons. 


THIS 
UNDOUBTEDLY 
is 
what Presid,ent Keiuied.y had in, 
mind when he told his 'bro'ther 
he would have been impeached 
if he had failed to act. He 
would have been impeached 
not because missiles in Cuba 
placed the United States in any 
m'Ore ieopard.y than, it 'W',as 
already in, but because in the 
political context of the time the 
American people simply would 
not tolerate rockets aimed at 
their citi'es fro'm a point ,so 
cloS'C at hand. We insisted, on 
'the right to aim missiles at 
Soviet cities from adjacent 
Turkey, and from submarines 
in aU the seas, but were 
righteously 
outraged 
to be

Sewers With Smoke Bombs 


San Rafael Gty Council last 
night approved the throwing of 
smoke bombs into seww man­ 
holes to smoke out illegal con­ 
nections into the lines.

Selmi explaihed the procedure 
would be to throw a smoke gre­ 
nade in a manhole and “blow 
the smoke un the sewer.” 
If everything is normal the 
smoke will come out in vents, 
but if smoke comes out in 
homes, “we’ll find illegal con­ 
nections.” 
•Hiere might be roof drains, 
backyard drains or sump drains 
hooked up to toe system, he 
said. 
The intent is to reduce infil­ 
tration into the lines, Selmi said. 
Old lines in the Bayview

camera in the lines, he said.

By MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 


Ninety-year-old. nearly blind 
Helen Ward Bloomfield, who 
lives with a dog and four cats 
in her Chinese style Sausalito 
home, is a woman who holds 
strong, 
unconventional 
opin­ 
ions, and she lives according 
to her convictions. 
With an earthy sense of hu­ 
mor expressed in a continuous 
stream of poems and witty, 
racy stories, more appropriate 
for a magazine like “ Playboy” 
than a family newspaper, she 
told the story of her life re­ 
cently. 


“Life’s little ills annoyed me 
When life’s little ills were 
few. 
One fly in my pot of ointment 
put me in an awful stew. 
But experience has taught 
me the infrequent good to 
prize: 
Now I’m thankful for some 
ointment in my little pot of 
flies.” 


Yet Helen Bromfield is not 
as resigned and tolerant as 
this might imply, for life’s 
little and not so little frustra­ 
tions still annoy her. and she 
says, “ If I couldn’t cuss in 
Chinese, I'd explode!” 
Some of the most important 
facts about Mrs. Bromfield are 
that she was the first white 
stenographer and the first pub­ 
lic stenographer in Hong Kong, 
she says, and a reporter for 
many years, traveling all over 
the world. She had many excit­ 
ing experiences that included 
covering 
the 
Paris 
Peace 
Treaty after World War I. 
Attesting to these facts are 
a faded vanity case crammed 
with passports used on a num­ 
ber of trips around the world 
and a pile of old newspaper 
clippings and magazines. Yel­ 
lowing. creased pictures show 
that she was once a Gibson 
girl-type beauty. 


HELEN IS NOT sure wheth­ 
er she was bom in Detroit, 
Mich, or Ohio and is not parti­ 
cularly 
interested 
where 
it 
was. Orphaned at an early 
age, she was brought up on a 
“ Godforsaken Ohio farm” by 


an elderly grandmother 
She 
attended a one-room country 
school and had little respect 
for the education offered. She 
reminisced, “ We students used 
to chant this little ditty: 


“0 Lord of love, look down 
from above 
Upon these simple scholars. 
They hired a fool to teach 
the school 
And paid him forty dollars.” 


“ Later I graduated from the 
Mountain States Business Col- 


lege in Parkersburg. W. Va..” 
she went on. “ where I learned 
stenography and typing, and 
after my grandmother died. I 
sold thè farm for $200 and 
bought a ticket for Hong Kong, 
the farthest place from the 
farm I could think of. 
“ In Hong Kong I went to the 
best hotel and for $65 a month 
got room and four meals a day 
including afternoon tea — in 
those days $20 was worth about 
$100. I noticed after about a 
week that tourists were always

coming in to write letters: so 
I asked the manager if there 
was a public stenographer. He 
said no, and when he agreed 
to let me try. I bought a second 
hand machine and was in busi­ 
ness. I made lots of money’” 


LATER HELEN worked as 
a stenographer for the Ameri­ 
can 
Tobacco 
Company 
for 
eight years in Hong Kong, 
then deciding she would like 
to try reporting, she returned 
to the United States and took 
courses in shorthand and typ­ 
ing. specializing in st>eed writ­ 
ing, at Eastman College in 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 


At this point Helen interrupt­ 
ed her reminiscences to ex­ 
press her contempt for young 
people today who get their 
education too easily. 
“ Education isn’t something 
you get as easy as putting 
cream in your coffee,” she 
said. “You have to go out and 
scratch for it. In Ohio I used 
to pick wild blackberries and 
sell them to a saloon keeper to 
pay for mine.” 
Equipped to do reporting, 
Helen first got a little experi­ 
ence in Shanghai. On one of her 
many trips she met her hus­ 
band. an insurance man and 
was married in Manila in 1911. 
“ I lived in Manila for a num­ 
ber of years—-if you can call it 
that because I was never home 
much—and worked as a report­ 
er for the ‘Philippine Review’.” 
It was while she was work­ 
ing in this job that Helen cov­ 
ered the Paris Peace Treaty 
and had some of her most in­ 
teresting experiences. 
After a divorce she became 
engaged to Sir Edgar Sengier, 
manager of the Bank of Bel­ 
gium. 
“ He took me to dinner at the 
h o m e 
of 
French 
premier 
Georges Clemenceau.” she re­ 
called.” and T remember tell­ 
ing him a joke he thought was 
funny. 
“ I'm a vegetarian, you know 
and T asked him if he knew 
why cannibals had stopped eat­ 
ing missionaries. No. he said— 
so 1 recited this: 


“ 1 have eaten hostile tribes 
with the greatest of urban­ 
ity. 
I have partaken of the yel­ 
low, black and brown. 
But to eat a missionary is 
the acme of insanity; 
You can’t keep a good man 
down.” 


THIS 
ANECDOTE 
pointed 
up the strength of one of her 
convictions, for even at this 
dinner with the famous states­ 
man she insisted on eating 
only vegetables. Being a vege­ 
tarian is related to her im­ 
mense love of animals. 
“Animals were around mil­ 
lions of years before souls 
were invented. I’m an atheist,” 
she confessed. “They say God 
created man in his image, but 
the real truth is that man 
created his gods in his own 
image. What people need is 
not more religion but more 
compassion.” 
Religion was the cause of 
breaking her engagement to 
Sir Sengier. “ He was a Cath­ 
olic, and I was an atheist,” 
she said; “ So why should I 
marry him and ruin his life. 
He never did me any harm.” 
The 
Bromfields 
had 
one 
daughter, who, she said, was 
killed in an accident in 1942, 
and she doesn’t care to talk 
about that. 
The strong-willed old lady is 
an ardent believer in the cause 
of population control. 
“I was a great friend of 
Margaret Sanger, a pioneer in

“When I was in the Orient and 
the Philippines I saw so much 
of breeding like flies and the 
resulting misery that I could 
never forget it.” 


Hippies are among the super­ 
fluous people in the world, she 
believes. 
“ If I had my way,” she 
snorted. “ I’d do with them the 
way they did in the French 
revolution—put them all on a 
huge barge full of holes and 
tow it out to sea.” 
After 1917 Helen Bromfield 
worked for the Food Adminis­ 
tration under Herbert Hoover 
and in several other govern­ 
mental departments in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., before settling in 
Sausalito. Her last job was as 
a stenographer at Fort Mason 
in San Francisco, where she 
worked until she was 77. 


With 
her 
usual 
complete 
candor and lack of pretensions 
she 
commented. 
“ All 
the 
other said they were secre­ 
taries. but 1 was just a steno­ 
grapher.” 


A still better illustration of 
her complete lack of preten­ 
sions. especially cultural ones, 
was this remark. "I'm not like 


some people I know who pre­ 
tend to be so musical because 
they go to operas. One time 
they played ‘Little Brown dug.’ 
and 
I 
stood up because 
I 
thought 
it was the national 
anthem ”

Today she lives there with 
her pets. Tippie the dog, Ma­ 
mie Eisenhower her 23-year- 
old cat and three white Per­ 
sian cats and manages to get 
along quite well despite having 
been nearly blind since the 
removal of cataracts from both 
eyes in 1962. 


She never gets lonely, she 
says. She has developed her 
sense of touch so that she can 
do some sewing, crocheting 
and typing of letters to friends 
all over the world. enclosing 
with the letters to friends who 
are cat owners, some of the 
catnip she grows for her own 
cats.

port.” 


In a country where four out 
of every 10 workers are women 
and 70 per cent of its women 
hold jobs of some sort, the 
problem of working mothers in 
Sweden is a burning public 
issue. 
This lively debate, the report 
says, has fostered a new ap­ 
proach involving a break from 
the 
traditional

"The 
demand

emancipation’ in family life is 


supported by the results of re­ 
cent 
psychological 
research 
which have proved that the 
identification of growing boys 
become uncertain in a one­ 
sided, mother-dominated home 
environment.” the report says, 
adding that this leads to “over­ 
compensation expressed in ex­ 
aggerated agressiveness and 
may be one explanation of the 
higher crime rate as compared 
to girls.” 


PUBLIC DEMAND has there­ 
fore spurred socialist Sweden 
to do more for families in 
which both parents work, a 
practice that is becoming al­ 
most normal, the report says. 
It lists a broad range of fam­ 
ily services available to Swe­ 
den’s population, from all-day 
nurseries 
to 
domestic 
help 
supplied by municipalities. 
But does it follow that what's 
good for Sweden is good for the 
United States.

MEAD, eminent anthropologist, 
long-time observer of the role 


of women in American society 
and editor of a presidential 
commission report on equal 
rights for women in the United 
States. 
“As long as we put women in 
the position of caring for two 
jobs, it isn’t equality at all,” 
she says.

Swedish approach to working 
mothers, but believes the prob- 
em can't be solved merely by 
giving husbands more time and

As she sees it, the problem is

American family.” 
Consider the plight ot the 
average family in suburbia 
she says. Getting the kids to 
nursery school or shopping for 
the family needs can easily en­ 
tail driving 15 miles.

Living A Long, Strong Life 


By MAYBELLE SPECKMAXN 


Ninety-year-old, nearly blind 
Helen Ward Bloomfield, who 
lives with a dog and four cats 
in her Chinese style Sausalito 
home, is a woman who holds 
strong, 
unconventional 
opin­ 
ions, and she lives according 
to her convictions. 
With an earthy sense of hu­ 
mor expressed in a continuous 
stream of poems and witty, 
racy stories, more appropriate 
for a magazine like “Playboy” 
than a family newspaper, she 
told the story (rf her life re­ 
cently. 


“Life’s little ills annoyed me 
When life’s little ills were 
few. 
One fly in my pot of ointment 
put me in an awful stew. 
But experience has taught 
me the infrequent good to 
prize: 
Now I’m thankful for some 
ointment in mv little pot of 
flies.” 


Yet Helen Bromfield is not 
as resigned and tolerant as 
this might imply, for life’s 
little and not a) little frustra­ 
tions still annoy her, and she 
says, “If I couldn’t cuss in 
Chinese, I’d explode!” 
Some of the most important 
facts about Mrs. Bromfield are 
that she was the first white 
stenographer and the first pub­ 
lic stenographer in Hong Kong, 
she says, and a reporter for 
many years, traveling all over 
the world. She had many excit­ 
ing experiences that included 
covering 
the 
Paris 
Peace 
Treaty after World War I. 
Attesting to these facts are 
a faded vanity case crammed 
with passports used on a num­ 
ber of trips around the world 
and a pile of old newspaper 
clippings and magazines. Yel­ 
lowing. creased pictures show 
that she was once a Gibson 
girl-type beauty. 


HELEN IS NOT sure wheth­ 
er she was bom in Detroit, 
Mich, or Ohio and is not parti­ 
cularly interested 
where 
it 
was. Orphaned at an early 
age, she was brought up on a 
“Godforsaken Ohio farm” by 


an elderly grandmother. She 
attended a one-room countr>’ 
school and had little respect 
for the education offered. She 
reminisced. “We students used 
to chant this little ditty: 


“O Lord of love, look down 
from above 
Upon these simple scholars. 
They hired a fool to teach 
the school 
And paid him forty dollars.” 


“Later I graduated from the 
Mountain States Business Col­ 


lege in Parkersburg. W Va .” 
she went on. “where I learned 
stenography and t\-pmg. and 
after my grandmother died. I 
sold the farm fw* $200 and 
bought a ticket for Hong Kong, 
the farthest place from the 
farm I could think of. 
“In Haig Kong I went to the 
best hirtel and fa* $65 a month 
got room and four meals a day 
including afternoon tea — in 
those days $20 was wolh about 
$100. I noticed after about a 
week that tourists were always

LATER HELEN worked as 
a stenographer for the Ameri­ 
can 
Tobacco 
Company 
few 
eight years in Hor^ Kong, 
then deciding she would like 
to try reporting, she returned 
to the United States and took 
courses in shorthand and typ­ 
ing, specializing in sneed writ­ 
ing. at Eastman College in 
Pmighkeepsie, N. Y. 


.At this point Helen interruirf- 
ed her reminiscences to ex­ 
press her coitempt for young 
people today who get their 
education too easily. 
“Education isn’t something 
you get as easy as putting 
cream in your coffee,” she 
said. “You have to go out and 
scratch for it. In Ohio I used 
to pick wild blackberries and 
sell them to a saloai keeper to 
pay for mine.” 
Equipped to do reporting, 
Helen first got a little experi­ 
ence in Shanghai. On one of her 
many trips she met her hus­ 
band. an insurance man and 
was married in Manila in 
“I lived in Manila for a num­ 
ber of years—if you can call it 
that because I was never home 
much—and worked as a report­ 
er for the ‘Philipnine Review*.” 
It was w^hile she was w'ork- 
ing in this iob that Helen cov­ 
ered the Paris Peace Treaty 
and had some of her most in­ 
teresting experiences. 
After a divorce she became 
engaged to Sir Edgar Sengier, 
manager of the Bank of Bel­ 
gium. 
“He took me to dinner at the 
h o m e 
of French 
premier 
Georges Clemenceau,” she re­ 
called.” and I remember tell­ 
ing him a joke he thought was 
funny. 
“I’m a vegetarian, you know 
and I asked him if he knew 
why cannibals had stooped eat­ 
ing missionaries. No, he said— 
so I recited this: 


“I have eaten hostile tribes 
with the greatest of urban­ 
ity. 
I have partaken of the yel­ 
low, black and brown. 
But to eat a missionary is 
the acme of insmiity; 
You can’t keep a good man 
down,” 


'THIS 
ANECDOTE pointed 
up the strength of one of her 
convictions, for even at this 
dinner with the famous states­ 
man she insisted on eating 
only vegetables. Being a vege­ 
tarian is related to her im­ 
mense love of animals. 
“Animals were around mil­ 
lions of years before souls 
were invented. I’m an atheist,” 
she confessed. “They say God 
created man in his image, but 
the real truth is that man 
created his gods in his owti 
image. What people need is 
not more religion but more 
compassion.” 
Religion was the cause of 
breaking her engagement to 
Sir Sengier. “He was a Cath­ 
olic, and I was an atheist,” 
she said; “So why should I 
marry him and ruin his life. 
He never did me any harm.” 
The 
Bromfields 
had 
one 
daughter, who, she said, was 
killed in an accident in 1942, 
and she doesn’t care to talk 
about that. 
The Strong-willed old lady is 
an ardait believer in the cause 
of population control. 
“I was a great friend of 
Margaret Sanger, a pioneer in

NEED HOME RELIEF 
Swedes Open Battle For Women's Rights

(AP) — A new battle cry is 
being heard in the struggle for 
women’s rights. Put siiriply, 
it’s “emancipate the men!” 


A Swedish g o v e r n m e n t 
report to the United Nations on 
the status of women says any 
attempt to give women an 
equal 
place 
in 
the 
world 
without relieving their tradi­ 
tional burden of caring for 
home and children is doomed. 
Thus, the Swedes reckon, 
husbands should be “eman­ 
cipated” from their work so 
they can devote more time to 
cooking 
dinner, 
doing 
the 
wash, taking Johnny to the 
dentist and other housewifely 
chores. 
Undoubtedly 
this 
w o u l d 
mean giving most men shorter 
working hours and educating 
and encouraging them to take 
a more a<live role in parent­ 
hood. the report says. 
It even goes so far as to note 
a suggestion voiced in some 


Swedish quarters that fathers 
are 
entitled 
to 
leaves 
of 
absence from their jobs—with 
pay—so they can stay at home 
while their children are young. 


“THE 
GOVERNMENT

well aware that this view ap­ 
pears revolutioiifary and unreal­ 
istic in the eyes of the repre­ 
sentatives of many other coun­ 
tries,” the Swedes admit. “A 
growing opinioi in Sweden has, 
however, rallied to its sup­ 
port.” 


In a country where four out 
of every 10 workers are women 
and 70 per cent of its women 
hold jobs of some sort, the 
problem of working mothers in 
Sweden is a buniing public 
issue. 
This lively debate, the report 
says, has fostered a new ap­ 
proach involving a break from 
the 
traditional 
habit 
o f 
regarding these p r o b l e m s 
strictly as “wx)men’s ques­ 
tions.” 
“The 
dmand 
for 
‘male 
emancipatiai’ in family life is 


supported by the results of re­ 
cent 
psychological 
research 
which have proved that the 
identification of growing boys 
become uncertain in a one­ 
sided, mother-dominated home 
environment,” the report says, 
adding that this leads to “over- 
jompensation expressed in ex­ 
aggerated agressiveness and 
may be one explanation of the 
higher crime rate as compared 
to girls.” 


PUBLIC DEMAND has there­ 
fore spurred socialist Sweden 
to do more for families in 
which both parents work, a 
practice that is becoming al­ 
most normal, the report says, 
it lists a broad range of fam­ 
ily services available to Swe­ 
den’s population, from all-day 
nurseries 
to domestic 
help 
supplied by municipalities. 
But does it follow that what’s 
good for Sweden is good for the 
United States.

McCarthy, R^5an Rafael, and 
Assemblyman W i U i a ra T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, for cw- 
rective legislation. 


Meantime, the parents went 
to the Marin CJounty Board of 
Education and 
asked fo r 
coonty funding if state money 


was 
withheld. 
The 
county 
board agreed in August to 
fund the program through , 
June, IMS. 


A few days later, McCarthy’s I 
bill to fund the program was 
signed into law', and the county 
was told it will be repaid for any 
extra costs that had gone into 
the program earlier. 
Program costs for this fiscal 
year 
will 
be 
approximately 
$1,200 per child or $14,500, 
Rudolph S. Kupfer, c o u n t y 
supervisor of special education, 
said. Most of tiie sum is in 
teaching salaries. Kupfer said 
state aid will pay the bulk of the 
cost, but a precise county-state 
cost breakdown is not available 
because the aid formula Is com­ 
puted for all physically han­ 
dicapped classes together. 
Sintilar programs are now 
planned in San Jose, Ceres, and 
Shasta County. 


The parents* part of the pro­ 
gram didn’t end with their 
successful lobbying for state 
funds.

CKiring the three-hour moming 
classes,

“We use a visual, tactile and 
auditory approach,** Mrs. Lenn 
said. The children watch the 
lips, listen to the voice and place 
a hand on the teacher’s face to 
get the voice vibrations. 
As for hearing, all the children 
can hear to a degree. “There is 
no such tiling .as stone deal,” 
Kupfer .said. ‘'‘All persons have 
some degree of hearing ability.” 


The early education pro­ 
gram was started because 
educators 
r e a l i z e 
that 
reaching a deaf child at five is 
far too late. Childrea start 
learning langn:.ge and speech 
from the time they are bom, 
and a deaf child may be ir­ 
remediably far 
behind 
by 
usual school age. Almost any 
deaf child can learn to speak 
if reached early e n o u g h , 
Kupfer said. 


Early 'educat.io.n for the deaf 
has been pioneered in CJhlifomia 
by two private organizations — 
the San Francisco Hearing and 
Speech Qinic and the John 
Tracy Clinic in Los Angeles. The 
Tracy clinic was started by the 
late film star Spencer Tracy smd 
named for his son, who had im­ 
paired hearing. 
The 
San 
Francisco 
clinic 
’ starts working with children as 
¡early as six months. But both 
organizations are privately fund­ 
ed. and cannot expand rapidly 
when something like the rubella 
epidemic brings 'On a ra.pid in­ 
crease in the num'ber of deaf 
children. 


They must sit still to keep 
their eyes on the teacher, to 
watch her lips, see her gestures 
and objects she is hamUing.

Marin City Acts To Control Plans 


A plan to put development of 
Marin City under local control 
was approved last night by di­ 
rectors of the Marin City Com­ 
munity Services District, Marin 
City Council, and Development 
Corp of Marin City. 
The three groups met jointly 
at an unannounced meeting. At-1 
tomey Hugh LawTence told the 
services district board it would 
have to hold another meeting to 
ratify the proposal, its action 
last night being illegal under 
the Ralph M. Brown Act because 
of lack of 24 hours’ public notice. 
Directors indicated 
they 
will 
meet again Thursday or Friday 
to conform to the legal require­ 
ment. 
The other two groups are not 
public bodies under the Brown I 
Act. 
The meeting brought to light 


the existence of the develop­ 
ment corporation, which was in- 
Icorporated in September but 
not publicly announced. 
The proposal is that the Marin 
City Council be officially named 
the planning body 
for 
future 
Marin City plans and develop­ 
ment, 
with 
the development 
corporation officially named the 
developing group. 


In 
effect, 
the 
corporation 
would succeed California Devel­ 
opment Corp., which has held 
options on redevelopment land 
in Mann City for several years. 


All programs would 
be 
re­ 
viewed and approved 
by 
the 
council, the corporation and the 
community 
services 
district, 
who are to coordinate actions 
with other community organi­ 
zations. 


The proposal, by Ulysses J. 
Montgomery, 
urban planning 
consultant 
of San 
Francisco, 
will be placed also before the 
Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors and the Marin County Re­ 
development Agency. It would 
require their approval to be put 
into effect. 


Montgomery 
said 
the new 
corporation should get an op­ 
tion on seven acres now com­ 
mitted to the California Develop­ 
ment Corp. and a commercial 
center on approximately 
one 
acre should be started immedi­ 
ately. 


A federal small business loan 
or private financing would be 
sought. 
The corporation was 
set up specifically to seek such 
financing, Lawrence said. 
The council, services district

Y chromosome, said by some 
researchers to make a man a 
“ born killer ” 


In Australia recently, a 21-

Judge Goldstein said 
today 
that, if the cost of the genetic 
testing is not too great, he will 
order such tests in the future

today and vacate his orders tor 
chromosome tests if the cost is 
prohibitive 
The results of such tests could 
serve as a guide tor judges who 
must impose sentence and order 
treatment for violent criminals.

'City That Knows How' 
Uses Bay For Cess Pool 


The 
San 
Francisco 
Board 
o f 
Supervisors last week took what may 
be viewed as a great step forward — 
for San Francisco. 
The board unanimously approved a 
resolution calling for the "city that 
knows how 
to quit dumping raw 
sewage into the Bay — within 12 
years. 
Even that was hedged carefully. The 
resolution avoids any commitment for 
the city to pay for the necessary 
sewage treatment facilities, estimated 
to cost as much as $355 million. It says 
the money "must be derived from 
revenue sources 
not p r e s e n 11y 
available 
to the city. Just what that 
means, you guess with us. 


THIS ACTION — if it can be called 
that — by the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors points up the unequal 
treatment accorded communities sur­ 
rounding the Bay bv the state govern­ 
ment. 
The Water Quality Control Board 
and its predecessor, the Bay Region 
Water Pollution Control Board, have 
been trying for years to get San Fran­ 
cisco to do something about its lack of 
sewage treatment facilities. But the 
board’s persuasion has mostly brought 
no response at all. This time, it has 
brought a response that would be 
laughable were it not such a serious 
matter: a resolution calling for doing 
within 12 years what should have been 
done at least 50 years ago — if 
somebody else puts up the money. 
The Water Quality Control Board 
and its predecessor have not taken 
brush-offs from jurisdictions other 
than the City and County of San Fran­ 
cisco. The board has been extremely

insistent, even threatening when it ap­ 
peared necessary, for correction of 
sewage facilities in all the counties sur­ 
rounding the Bay 
except San 
Francisco. 
Largely as result of its efforts, 
numerous sanitary districts in Marin 
and other counties have spent millions 
of dollars, put up by the taxpayers, to 
lay sewer lines and build sewage treat­ 
ment facilities. 


IT IS IRONIC that the various con­ 
servation groups which have worked 
themselves into a dither over the 
possibility of someone's filling a few 
acres of smelly swamp anywhere along 
the Bay s shores have seemed un­ 
perturbed over the fact that San Fran­ 
cisco. a city of three quarters of a 
million people, continues to use the 
Bay as its cesspool. 
The City of San Francisco has never 
had 
an 
adequate 
sewage 
disposal 
system. It started polluting the Bay 
before 
James 
Marshall 
discovered 
gold at Coloma. It has been at it ever 
since. 
San 
Francisco has floated 
bond 
issues to rebuild a temporary 1 9 1 5 fair 
building, to build a baseball park for a 
New York-capitalized ball club at prob­ 
ably the most miserable location that 
could be found anywhere in the Bay 
Area, and for many other similarly 
superfluous purposes. 
Th/» governing boards of "the city 
4hat knows how 
have never felt, 
however, that its citizens should be 
tax .r} 
to 
keep their neighborhood 
sanitary. And the resolution adopted 
by 
the 
San 
Francisco

Supervisors last week makes it evident 
this attitude has not changed.

WHAT OTHER EDITORS SAY 
Lesson Of Cuba Crisis 
Brought Home By Book 


(Reprinted from 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch) 


Reading again the frighten­ 
ing story of the 1962 Cuba 
missiles crisis, this time as 
seen through Robert Kennedy’s 
eyes, we are astonished at how 
little attention was paid by the 
policy-makers to the key ques­ 
tion: 
did 
Khrushchev's 
in­ 
stallation of offensive missiles 
90 miles from our shores ac­ 
tually change the world mili­ 
tary balance so greatly as to 
warrant going to the brink of 
nuclear holocaust? 
Only a trifling minority of 
the strategic planners appears 
even to have raised the ques­ 
tion. which evidently never got 
serious consideration. Yet if it 
was true, as we suspect, that 
the Cuba missiles made no 
essential 
difference 
in 
the 
military equation, according to 
which with or without Cuba 
Russia had the capacity to 
destroy us and we to destroy 
them, then it follows that our 
two nations came within a 
whisker of nuclear war for 
psychological 
and 
political, 
rather than security, reasons. 


THIS 
UNDOUBTEDLY 
is 
what President Kennedy had in 
mind when he told his brother 
he would have been impeached 
if he had failed to act. He 
would have been impeached 
not because missiles in Cuba 
placed the United States in any 
more jeopardy than it was 
already in. but because in the 
political context of the time the 
American people simply would 
not tolerate rockets aimed at 
their cities from a point so 
close at hand. We insisted on 
the right to aim missiles at 
Soviet cities 
from 
adjacent 
Turkey, and from submarines 
in all the seas, 
but were 
righteously 
outraged 
to 
be 
placed in the same situation 
ourselves. 
A special irony surrounded 
the question of our Turkey- 
based 
missiles. 
They 
had 
become obsolete, and Presi­ 
dent Kennedy several months 
before the Cuba crisis had 
directed the State Department 
to arrange for their removal. 
The 
State 
Department 
did 
nothing. During the Cuba crisis 
Adlai Stevenson suggested that 
we might offer to remove our 
missiles from Turkey in ex­ 
change for removal of the 
Soviet missiles from Cuba. He 
was excoriated as a softy; any 
such deal was rejected as a 
sign of weakness. 
Yet. 
as 
Robert 
Kennedy 
reveals 
in 
the 
book 
now 
published 
by 
M c C a l l ’ s 
magazine, he himself privately 


assured the Soviet ambassador *• 
that the Turkish bases would- • 
be dismantled if the Russians " 
got out of Cuba. In other words’ 
our government feared losing 
face by openly making a trade 
which it secretly acknowledged^ 
to be reasonable. And it feared 
losing face because of the1' 
irrational climate of American 
opinion, the product of years or 
cold war. 


IT IS THIS climate of opi­ 
nion. with its admixture of~ 
self-righteousness, doctrinaire ^ 
anti-communism and national *' 
arrogance, its tendency to set 
up one standard for ourselves 
and another for somebody elset- 
that must concern Americans 
if 
w-e 
would 
avoid 
future •• 
nuclear brinks as hair-raising 
as the Cuba crisis. The coun­ 
try can be eternally grateful 
to President Kennedy and his" 
brother for their cool and pru*, 
dent choice of responses then. 
They had to resist pressure - 
from the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
who wanted the response to be - 
a surprise blitzkrieg on Cuba. 
Some military leaders even 
proposed the use of nuclear 
weapons; nearly all of them, 
judging by Robert Kennedy’s ’ 
account, were ready and eager 
for the big war with Russia^ 
which would 
have k i l l e d , 
millions of civilians on both,: 
sides. 
In 
stemming 
t h i s 
madness, and insisting on a 
blockade 
which 
gave 
the- 
Russians scope for retreat, the 
two Kennedys earned highest • 
marks for diplomatic skill and 
wrote a message that should 
be engraved in granite: never 
turn over policy-making to the 
Pentagon. 
But we need to beware not 
only of the Pentagon but of the 
jingoistic excesses of cold war 
psychology. The Cuba crisis 
had its earliest beginnings in 
an American political climate 
which tolerated the pursuit of 
national ends by the use of 
military 
power, 
a n d 
en- * 
couraged intervention in other 
people’s national lives. Castro- 
asked for Soviet military aid in 
the first place because the 
United States had attempted to 
invade Cuba, in order to dic­ 
tate to the Cuban people what 
kind 
of 
government 
t h e y 
should have. When Americans 
give up the idea of policing the 
world, and cease to regard 
ourselves as the arbiter .of 
other nations’ political develop­ 
ment, 
and 
abandon 
armad 
power as an instrument J>f 
diplomacy, 
we 
shall 
have 
learned the real lesson of tPe 
Cuba missiles crisis.

Crews To Sniff Out Illegal 


Sewers With Smoke Bombs 


San Rafael City Council last 
night approved the throwing of 
smoke bombs into sewer man­ 
holes to smoke out illegal con­ 
nections into the lines. 
Dominic J. Selmi, an engineer 
with Dan Coleman Associates 
of Green brae, who is conducting 
a survey of the sewer system 
for the city, sought permission 
for the smoke bombs. 
Selmi explained the procedure 
would be to throw a smoke gre­ 
nade in a manhole and “ blow 
the smoke uo the sewer.” 
If everything is normal the 
smoke will come out in vents, 
but if smoke comes out in 
homes, “ we’ll find illegal con­ 
nections.” 
There might be roof drains, 
backyard drains or sump drains 
hooked up to the system, he 
said. 
The intent is to reduce infil­ 
tration into the lines, Selmi said. 
Old lines in the Bayview 
Street-Ross Street-Clark Street- 
Clorinda Avenue sector were 
checked by running a television 
camera in the lines, he said. 
‘‘We found they looked almost 
as good as the day they went 
in.” Selmi said. This dispels the 
old theory that “ water was com­ 
ing in the joints, he contended. 
In past rainy seasons San Ra­ 
fael has been plagued by sewage 
popping out of manholes and 
catch basins onto streets, and 
it w'as attributed to storm waters 
getting into the lines.

Living A Long, Strong Life 


By MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 


Ninety-year-old, nearly blind 
Helen Ward Bloomfield, who 
lives with a dog and four cats 
in her Chinese style Sausalito 
home, is a woman who holds 
strong, 
unconventional 
opin­ 
ions, and she lives according 
to her convictions. 
With an earthy sense of hu­ 
mor expressed in a continuous 
stream of poems and witty, 
racy stories, more appropriate 
for a magazine like “ Playboy” 
than a family newspaper, she 
told the story of her life re­ 
cently. 


“ Life’s little ills annoyed me 
When life’s little ills were 
few. 
Onp fly in my pot of ointment 
put me in an awful stew. 
But experience has taught 
me the infrequent good to 
prize: 
Now I’m thankful for some 
ointment in mv little pot of 
flies.” 


Yet Helen Bromfield is not 
as resigned and tolerant as 
this might imply, for life’s 
little and not so little frustra­ 
tions still annoy her, and she 
says, “ If 1 couldn’t cuss in 
Chinese, I’d explode!” 
Some of the most important 
facts about Mrs. Bromfield are 
that she was the first white 
stenographer and the first pub­ 
lic stenographer in Hong Kong, 
she says, and a reporter for 
many years, traveling all over 
the world. She had many excit­ 
ing experiences that included 
covering 
the 
Paris 
Peace 
Treaty after World War I. 
Attesting to these facts are 
a faded vanity case crammed 
with passports used on a num­ 
ber of trips around the world 
and a pile of old newspaper 
clippings and magazines. Yel­ 
lowing. creased pictures show 
that she was once a Gibson 
girl-type beauty. 


HELEN IS NOT sure wheth­ 
er she was born in Detroit, 
Mich, or Ohio and is not parti­ 
cularly 
interested 
where 
it 
was. Orphaned at an early 
age, she was brought up on a 
“ Godforsaken Ohio farm '’ by 


an elderly grandmother 
She 
attended a one-room country 
school and had little respect 
for the education offered She 
reminisced. “ We students used 
to chant this little ditty: 


“ 0 Lord of love, look down 
from above 
Upon these simple scholars. 
They hired a fool to teach 
the school 
And paid him forty dollars.” 


“ Later I graduated from the 
Mountain States Business Col­ 


lege in Parkersburg. W Ya .” 
she went on. “ where I learned 
stenography and typing, and 
after my grandmother died. I 
sold the farm for $200 and 
bought a ticket for Hong Kong, 
the farthest place from the 
farm I could think of. 
“ In Hong Kong I went to the 
best hotel and for $65 a month 
got room and four meals a day 
including afternoon tea — in 
those days $20 was worth about 
$100. I noticed after about a 
week that tourists were always

coming in to write letters; so 
1 asked the manager if there 
was a public stenographer He 
said no. and when he agreed 
to let me try. 1 bought a second 
hand machine and was in busi­ 
ness. I made lots of monev’” 


LATER HELEN worked as 
a stenographer for the Ameri­ 
can 
Tobacco 
Company 
for 
eight years In Hong Kong, 
then deciding she would like 
to try reporting, she returned 
to the United States and took 
courses in shorthand and typ­ 
ing. specializing in soeed writ­ 
ing, at Eastman College in 
Poughkeepsie. N. Y. 


At this point Helen interrupt­ 
ed her reminiscences to ex­ 
press her contempt for young 
people today who get their 
education too easily. 


“ Education isn’t something 
you get as easy as putting 
cream in your coffee.” she 
said. “ You have to go out and 
scratch for it. In Ohio I used 
to pick wild blackberries and 
sell them to a saloon keeper to 
pay for mine.” 
Equipped to do reporting, 
Helen first got a little experi­ 
ence in Shanghai. On one of her 
many trips she met her hus­ 
band. an insurance man and 
was married in Manila in 1911. 
“ I lived in Manila for a num­ 
ber of years—if you can call it 
that because T was never home 
much—and worked as a report­ 
er for the ‘Philippine Review’.” 
Tt was while she was work­ 
ing in this job that Helen cov­ 
ered the Paris Peace Treaty 
and had some of her most in­ 
teresting experiences. 
After a divorce she became 
engaged to Sir Edgar Seneier, 
manager of the Bank of Bel­ 
gium. 
“ He took me to dinner at the 
h o m e 
of 
French 
premier 
Georges Clemenceau.” she re­ 
called.” and I remember tell­ 
ing him a joke he thought was 
funny. 
“ I’m a vegetarian, you know 
and I asked him if he knew 
why cannibals had stopped eat­ 
ing missionaries. No. he said— 
so I recited this: 


“ I have eaten hostile tribes 
with the greatest of urban­ 
ity. 
I have partaken of the yel­ 
low, black and brown, 
But to eat a missionary is 
the acme of insanity; 
You can’t keep a good man 
down.” 


THIS 
ANECDOTE 
pointed 
up the strength of one of her 
convictions, for even at this 
dinner with the famous states­ 
man she insisted on eating 
only vegetables. Being a vege­ 
tarian is related to her im­ 
mense love of animals. 
“ Animals were around mil­ 
lions of years before souls 
were invented. I’m an atheist,” 
she confessed. “ They say God 
created man in his image, but 
the real truth is that man 
created his gods in his own 
image. What people need is 
not more religion but more 
compassion.” 
Religion was the cause of 
breaking her engagement to 
Sir Sengier. “ He was a Cath­ 
olic, and I was an atheist.” 
she said; “ So why should I 
marry him and ruin his life. 
He never did me any harm.” 
The 
Bromfields 
had 
one 
daughter, who, she said, was 
killed in an accident in 1942, j 
and she doesn’t care to talk 
about that. 
The strong-willed old lady is 
an ardent believer in the cause 
of population control.

Swedes Open Battle For Women's Rights

Undoubtedly

lean giving most men shorter 
orking hours and educating 
id encouraging them to take 
more active role in parent- 
ood. the report says. 
It even goes so far as to note 
suggestion voiced in some 


Swedish quarters that fathers 
are 
entitled 
to 
leaves 
of 
absence from their jobs—with 
pay—so they can stay at home 
while their children are young. 


•THE 
GOVERNMENT 
is 
well aware that this view ap­ 
pears revolutionary and unreal­ 
istic in the eyes of the repre­ 
sentatives of many other coun­ 
tries,” the Swedes admit. “ A 
growing opinion in Sweden has. 
however, rallied to its sup­ 
port.” 


In a country where four out 
of every 10 workers are women 
and 70 per cent of its women 
hold jobs of some sort, the 
problem of working mothers in 
Sweden is a burning public 
issue. 
This lively debate, the report 
says, has fostered a new ap­ 
proach involving a break from 
the 
traditional 
habit 
o f 
regarding these p r o b l e m s 
strictly 
as 
“ women’s 
ques­ 
tions.” 
“ The 
demand 
for 
‘male 
emancipation’ in family life is 


supported by the results of re­ 
cent 
psychological 
research 
which have proved that the 
identification of growing boys 
become uncertain in a one­ 
sided, mother-dominated home 
environment.” the report says, 
adding that this leads to “ over- 
compensation expressed in ex­ 
aggerated agressiveness and 
may be one explanation of the 
higher crime rate as compared 
to girls.” 


PUBLIC DEMAND has there­ 
fore spurred socialist Sweden 
to do more for families in 
which both parents work, a 
practice that is becoming al­ 
most normal, the report says. 
It lists a broad range of fam­ 
ily services available to Swe­ 
den’s population, from all-dav 
nurseries 
to 
domestic 
help 
supplied by municipalities. 
But does it follow that what's 
good for Sweden is good for the 
United States. 


YES, 
SAYS 
MARGARET 


MEAD, eminent anthropologist, 
long-time observer of the role 


of women in American society 
and editor of a presidential 
commission report on equal 
rights for women in the United 
States. 
“ As long as we put women in 
the position of caring for two 
jobs, it isn't equality at all,” 
she says. 
Miss 
Mead 
endorses 
the 
Swredish approach to working 
mothers, but believes the prob- 
em can’t be solved merely by 
giving husbands more time and 
responsibility 
around

house. 
As she sees it, the problem is 
also 
deeply

“ isolation of the contemporary 
American family.” 
Consider the plight ot the 
average family in suburbia 
she says.

A few days later, McCarthy's 
bill to fund the program was 
signed into law, and the county 
was told it will be repaid for any 
extra costs that had gone into 
the program earlier. 
Program costs for this fiscal

approximately 
$1,200 per child or $14,500, 
Rudolph S. Kupfer, c o u n t y 
supervisor of special education, 
said. Most of the sum is in 
teaching salaries. Kupfer said 
state aid will pay the bulk of the 
cost, but a precise county-state 
cost breakdown is not available 
because the aid formula is com­ 
puted for all physically han­ 
dicapped classes together. 
Similar programs are now 
planned in San Jose, Ceres, and 
Shasta County. 


The parents’ part of the pro­ 
gram didn’t end with their 
successful lobbying for state 
funds. Home visits and in- 
class observation by parents 
are 
major 
parts 
of 
the 
training. 


During the three-hour morning 
classes, 
the 
mothers 
watch 
through portable one-way mir­ 
rors set up in doorways to the 
classrooms, which are the Sun­ 
day school rooms of Redwoods 
P r e s b y t e r i a n Church in 
Larkspur. 
In 
the 
classrooms, 
tw o 
teachers 
and 
two 
teachers’ 
assistants each take t h r e e 
children 
aside 
for 
intensive 
auditory training and speech and 
language development. 


“It is remarkable that they 
can sit still and listen so long 
at a time,” said Kupfer. Most 
young children cannot keep 
still for any length of time, but 
in these children the intense 
desire 
to learn 
overcomes 
their restlessness. 


the children learn. 


“The 
parents 
must 
con­ 
stantly talk to the child,” Mrs. 
Nadel said, “so he can soak up 
the language before he starts 
giving it back.” She said most 
such children must see and 
hear 
a 
word 
spoken 
a 
thousand times before “giving 
it back” as speech. 


“We use a visual, tactile and 
auditory approach,” Mrs. Lenn 
said. The children watch the 
lips, listen to the voice and place 
a hand on the teacher’s face to 
get the voice vibrations. 
As for hearing, all the children 
can hear to a degree. “There is 
no such thing as stone deaf,” 
Kupfer said. “All persons have 
some degree of hearing ability.” 


The early education pro­ 
gram was started because 
educators 
r e a l i z e 
that 
reaching a deaf child at five is 
far too late. Children start 
learning language and speech 
from the time they are born, 
and a deaf child may be ir­ 
remediably 
far 
behind 
by 
usual school age. Almost any 
deaf child can learn to speak 
if reached early e n o u g h , 
Kupfer said. 


Early education for the deaf 
has been pioneered in California 
by two private organizations — 
the San Francisco Hearing and 
Speech Clinic and the John 
Tracy Clinic in Los Angeles. The 
Tracy clinic was started by the 
late film star Spencer Tracy and 
named, for his son, who had im­ 
paired hearing. 
The 
San 
Francisco 
clinic 
starts working with children as 
early as six months. But both 
organizations are privately fund­ 
ed, and cannot expand rapidly 
when something like the rubella 
epidemic brings on a rapid in­ 
crease in the number of deaf 
children. 


They must sit still to keep 
their eyes on the teacher, to 
watch her lips, see her gestures 
and objects she is handling. 
The teachers help by making 
the training as active as possi­ 
ble. The children learn to un­ 
derstand and to speak the words 
“jump,” “run,” “hop,” “fall 
down” and “sit” by acting them 
out, which helps syphon off their 
energy. 
After the intense language | prancjsco 
training for the first 90 minutes, 
the children get a snack break 
and then go into a more physical 
part of the program, playing 
games, marching or walking to 
music, and drawing pictures. 
Teachers 
continue 
to 
stress 
language during the activity. 


Mrs. 
Jean 
P. 
O’Donnell 
began taking her daughter 
Janice to the San Francisco 
clinic when she was 6 months 
old, but her training stopped 
when the O’Donnells moved to 
Marin. Mrs. O’Donnell was a 
leader in initiating the early 
education program here and in 
forming the parents group. 


The class work, although in­ 
tensive for children so young, 
is only part of the program. 
Equally 
important, 
Kupfer 
said, is training the children's 
parents. 


“We can't possibly train the 
children in just a tew hours a 
week in class.” he said. So 
parents are taught to make 
every activity part of the speech j 
learning process. 24 hours a day. 
The two t e ac he r s , Mrs. 
Natalie Lenn and Mrs. Ann 
Nadel, pay a two-hour visit to 
each home once a week to 
observe the home routine and j 
show parents how they can help 


Although 
Janice 
i s 
“pro­ 
foundly 
deaf,” 
Kupfer 
said, 
because of her early start in San 
she is doing better 
now than some children with 
less hearing loss. 
To 
have 
12 
hearing 
han­ 
dicapped children in one age 
group in Marin is unusual, but 
has happened before. An older 
group of vsuch children, born 
after the 1963 rubella epidemic, 
is now' attending both regular 
and special classes at Gallinas 
School. 
There is hope it won’t happen 
again. Some reports indicate a 
vaccine against rubella may be 
developed by 1970. and vac­ 
cination could prevent prenatal 
damage from the disease. 


But the parents group has a 
mission beyond the training of 
their own children. They and 
the teachers are now pressing 
for hospitals and doctors to set 
up routine hearing tests for 
newborn babies so hearing 
impairment can be detected 
and training begun early.
